If the “■beast H of a wildfire that 
has repeatedly defied expecta¬ 
tions finally bids Port McM unray 
adieu, the government will allow 
residents to begin returning start¬ 
ing June 1, 

But in her announcement of 
the "conditional" plan Wednes¬ 
day. Premier Rachel Motley re 
peatedly underlined the proposed 
return date is a target and not a 
promise. “Remember, many haz¬ 
ards remain." Motley said. “We 
need to address all of them before 
it is safe for residents to begin to 
return, and we are doing this. 1 " 

The plan, which many of the 


more than 90.CKB people forced 
to flee have been increasingly 
hoping for, will be carried out in 
stages. Motley explained. 

What must be clear first, she 
said, is the absence of threat from 
wildfires and even smoke, as 
well as the resumption of basic 
utilities and sendees. 

Motley added that certain ele¬ 
ments evil! remain compromised, 
including a boil-water advisory. 

She warned evacuees that Lhe 
community will only be able to 
provide basic services. People re¬ 
turning should bring with them 
what they need, she said, includ¬ 
ing medications and groceries. 

Motley said the city will not 
be suitable for everyone includ¬ 
ing people with breathing prob¬ 
lems. late-term pregnant women 
and those undergoing cancer 
treatment. 

Those who do not wish to re¬ 
turn immediately will shll be sup¬ 
ported by province, Motley said.

The chair of the Edmonton 
Public School Board says a 
trustee-funded organization 
needs to open its books, after 
he learned a board member 
went to Hawaii for a profes¬ 
sional development confer¬ 
ence. 

Michael Janz is calling for 
greater transparency from the 
Alberta School Employee Bene¬ 
fit Plan (ASEBP), which has a 
board of directors with five 
members appointed by the 
Alberta School Boards Asso¬ 
ciation (ASBA) and five by the 
Alberta Teachers' Association. 

"We don't even know what 
we don't even know;" Janz 
said. “You can see any school 
board's expenses, you can see 
the minister of education's 
expenses, but I can't find the 
expense disclosure from the 
ASEBP. 1 " 

The public-school board 
learned of expenses when 
ASEBP made a presentation 
in late April about “significant 
out-of province travel," includ¬ 
ing the Hawaii trip. 

Janz sent a letter April 25 
requesting more information 
but has not heard back. 

ASEBP chair Karen Hollo¬ 
way said her board has not 
met since receiving the let¬ 
ter. but Janz's request will be 
discussed at its next meeting 
on Thursday.

Metro finds a 
warehouse of 
stories helping 
at relief centre

When I walk into the cavern¬ 
ous warehouse off 99th Street, 
I'm the only person without a 
purpose. People drop off boxes 
or sort through piles of cloth¬ 
ing, while more whizz by on 
forklifts. 

Since the first wave of Fort 


Ml:M il nay evacuees arrived in 
early May, t he Edmonton Emer¬ 
gency Relief Services Society has 
provided necessities for almost 
50,000 of them. 

Making that happen is a small 
army of volunteers — which 
I've joined briefly to see what 
it takes to keep thousEinds in 
socks, toothbrushes and blan¬ 
kets. 

Immediately, I'm directed 
to a small office where 1 sign a 
waiver, tick boxes vouching for 
my ability to lift 30 pounds and 
don ei reflective vest. 

After a safety talk and orien¬ 
tation, Fm pointed in the direc¬ 
tion of the nearest sorting table. 

Supervisor Jay (-Sold snides by 
and steers me to a heEip of boxes, 


"My linen department is atro¬ 
cious^ be says, pointing. 

Tm instructed to sort towels, 
pillows and blankets into dif¬ 
ferent boxes, then stack them. 
Once the pallet is full, it's taped 
by the pallet wrapper they've 
named Dr. Lire. 

I'm amazed by the generosity 
of donors. Some donations are 
bulk — how else to explain SO 
pairs of identical socks?—while 
others are carefully curated. 

About SO of us Eire hard at 
work, includingjohn MacDoug 
all — who's both volunteer ;tnd 
evacuee. 

“For me, J just thought, Tm 
sitting around in Edmonton 
anyway and 1 saw el lot of people 
from this community going out

to help, so I better do my part, 
too,'” be says. 

Gold returns to check in and 
tells me the linen department

“They’ve got Diaper Alley 
here, 1 * he says, gesturing to pal¬ 
let upon pallet of disposables. 


“And there's Clothing hbind, 
so all the new clothes go there 
and get split into boxes with 
the different sizes." 

By trade. Gold is a finance 
manager in the automotive 
industry, but here he's a vol¬ 
unteer iike everybody else. He 
signed up the first day the So¬ 
ciety would let him and started 
out unwrapping bars of soap. 

Gold estimates they've al¬ 
ready handed out about $10 
million in goods, with another 
510-12 million ready to go, but 
stresses that none of it could 
have been possible without the 
hundreds who hEive showed up 
to help. 

“Without these volunteers, 
we'd be nothing.”

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Edmonton will add a fresh -coat 
of colourful paint to six rainbow 
crosswalks it installed in Old 
Strathcona before this year's 
Pride festival, and officials 
say the search continues for a 
permanent home for the idea. 

The crosswalks were painted 
before last year's Pride and. 
after positive feedback, the 
city sought community sug¬ 
gestions fora permanent home 
for them. 

Olga Mess inis, engineering 
supervisor in the city's trans¬ 
portation operations branch, 
said the city is still weighing 
options for permanent locations 
but in the interim will refresh 
the current crosswalks. 

"They were a pilot location 
last year and it was a success¬ 
ful pilot, 1 " she said. “We don't 
have a permanent location se¬ 
lected yet, so we have elected 
to repaint those again. 1 " 

Emil Tiedmann, communi¬ 
cations director for 
the pTide festival, 
said the continued 
municipal support 
is appreciated. 

“Last year, when 
the crosswalks first 
appeared, we were 
pleased to see the 
City of Edmonton 
show their pride of 
the local L.GBTQ+ 


community, and to display 
their support so boldly," he said. 

The painted lines have faded 
since last year's festival and the 
city has been examining ways 
to ensure the paint stands up to 
Edmonton’s winters, Messinis 
said. 

But the Pride Festival isn't 
the only group hoping a lit¬ 
tle paint can liven up a street 
surface. 

Messinis said many neigh¬ 
bourhoods and community 
leagues have contacted the city 1 
with hopes to brighten up their 
own streets. 

“We have been approached, 
almost annually, by community 
groups looking to paint streets 
or paint crosswalks," she said. 

Messinis said the city has 
studied the rainbow crosswalks 
since they went in to see how 
drivers and pedestrians interact 

She said that work will help 
them develop a set of guidelines 
looking at pavement 
quality and type of 
intersection to make 
sure new designs can 
be created with safe¬ 
ty in mind. 

“We’re making 
sure whatever we do 
allow on a city road 
right of way doesn't 
put pedestrians in 
danger."

Province to standardize pay at arms-length groups 


Alberta is bringing in new legis¬ 
lation to establish a pay grid 
for executives on its agencies, 
boards, and commissions — 
and to find out how much it is 
paying those same executives 
right now. 

“Over the years, compensa¬ 
tion practices between the pub¬ 
lic service and our province’s 
agencies, boards, and commis¬ 
sions have diverged, often sig¬ 
nificantly, H Finance Minister 
Joe Ceci said Wednesday. 

"T his framework will ensure 
that the spending of public dol¬ 
lars is in line with the broader 


Alberta public sector and com¬ 
parable jurisdictions." 

Earlier Wednesday, the gov¬ 
ernment tabled Bill 19, the 
Reform of Agencies, Boards 
and Commissions Compensa¬ 
tion Act. 

The bill is part of a broader 
governm ent plan to bri ng sla- 
bility, consistency, and trans¬ 
parency to the payment and 
operation of the 301 agencies, 
boards and commissions that 
serve the public in varying 
capacities. 

Right now. the agencies set 
their own salaries, bonuses and 


severances for exec¬ 
utives and are not 
compelled by law to 
divulge to govern¬ 
ment details of the 
payout. 

That has led to 
anecdotal reports of 
high six-figure sal¬ 
aries and severance 
pay to some agency 
executives. 

Under Bill 19. cab¬ 
inet would have the authority 
to compel those agencies to 
provide details of remunera¬ 
tion for executives, including 


bonus and severance 
pay. 

The new pay grid 
will be worked out 
over the summer 
with the goal to have 
it in place by the fall. 
The new payouts 
won 1 1 be retroactive, 
but everyone will be 
under the new salar¬ 
ies within two years, 
the government 
plans to bring in an outside 
agency that will recommend 
what fair compe nsation should 
be, based on the size and com¬ 


plexity of the job. 

The agencies will be encour¬ 
aged to stick to paying execu¬ 
tives a base wage and will have 
to gel the OK from Ceci for 
bonus pay schemes. 

The bill will apply initial¬ 
ly to 27 agencies that report 
directly to government with 
executives making more than 
S200.00Q a year. 

Other agencies, along with 
self-regulated organizations 
and the boards of governors of 
colleges and universities, will 
be brought in down the road.

Minister of Labour Christina 
Gray says the province is still 
committed to increasing the 
minimum wage to $15 per 
hour by 201S, after an Alberta 
business group again called on 
the government to re-consider 
the hike. 

On Wednesday, the govern¬ 
ment announced it's meeting 
stakeholders for the second 
time to discuss the minimum 
wage, after farmer Labour Min¬ 
ister Lori Sigurd son met with 
stakeholders last year. 

Amber Ruddy. Alberta prov¬ 
incial affairs director with the 
Canadian Federation of In¬ 
dependent Business, said the 
government should ease hik¬ 
ing the minimum wage be¬ 
cause small businesses con¬ 
tinue to struggle due to the 
Lacklustre economy. 

“We hope this time they 
take the economic analysis 
seriously," Ruddy said. “It is 
not a good idea." 

But Gray said the govern¬ 
ment is sticking to raising 
the minimum wage to $15 
by 2018. a campaign pledge 
it made last year. 

“It makes sense to this gov¬ 
ernment that families should 
take care of themselves with¬ 
out having to go to the food- 
bank," she said. 

Ruddy said the government 
should press pause. 

“There are better ways to 
help low-income earners," she 
said. "CHB has long supported 
training opportunities to ad¬ 
vance out of entry level pos¬ 
itions and targeted tax relief." 

The government's consul¬ 
tation topics include the size 
of future increases, meal and 
lodging deductions and the 
phase-out of the differential 
liquor server rate. 

Gray didn't specify if the 
government's next minimum 
wage increase will be smaller 
than originally planned. 

“T he how-we-get-the re is 
what we're hoping to have 
our stakeholders help us with 
through these consultations," 
she said.

Bursary to help students affected by fire

The University of Alberta has 
created a new Disaster Relief 
Bursary to help the estimated 
500 current and prospective 
students affected by the Fort 
McMurray fire. 

The new fund, currently tak¬ 
ing donations, has raised more 
than 312,000 in just four days. 
“We’re seeing students and 


Families who no longer have 
the financial resources they 
expected, and who have lost 
both job prospects and resour¬ 
ces such as textbooks and com¬ 
puters." said vice-provost and 
university registrar Lisa Collins. 

Imad Razzi is one of the many 
students who lost his home in 
the fire. 

He’d moved hack to Foil Mc¬ 
Murray for the summer and was 
two days into his summer co-op 
job when the fire hit. 

As his patents told Metro last 


week, the second-year civil en¬ 
gineering student wasn't able to 
make it home in time to grab 
anything — meaning his notes 
and laptop have been lost to 
flames. 

“This disaster, 1 wouldn't 
want this to be a tea son E don’t 
go back to school." he said, in 
a statement published by the 
university online, 

Collins said the university 
wants to make sure nobody's 
studies are disrupted because 
of the fire. 


"Unfortunately in Alberta 
we've learned things about the 
impact of stress on the student 
body when we have these kinds 
of natural disaster," she said, 
pointing to the Calgary flood 
and the Slave Lake fire as ex¬ 
amples. 

The new fund is currently 
taking donations and soon stu¬ 
dents will be able to apply, she 
said. 

The amount they receive will 
be based on how much is raised 
and their specific financial need.

Honomobo designs and builds 
garage and garden suites using 
shipping containers and is ac¬ 
tually planning to bring one 
of its units to 
Churchill Square 
on June 3. 

Co-owner Dan¬ 
iel Lugelmdm said 
for people considi- 
ering a garage 
suite, shipping 
containers offer 
a way of gett ing 
something in place swiftly. 

“Jl takes so much time and 
energy to design something 
from scratch that works for 
your site," he said. "It's a really 
daunting process and so what we 
are trying to do is take basically 
a shovel-ready project." 

FngeLman said their units can 
be on site, ready for occupancy 
within 10 weeks of an order. 

They are constructed ofF-site 
at a factory just west of Edmon¬ 
ton.

He said the tiny homes are 
built to be energy efficient and 
can run ofF solar power. 

He added the company be¬ 
lieves consumers in the future 
won’t be looking for sprawling 
spaces, but instead for more 
usable ones. 

“We feel like going forward 
there is a generational shift, 
where people like quality of 
space, rather than quantity," 
he said. 

Edmonton councillors ap¬ 
proved chiuiges hist year that 
allow for garden and garage 
suites across the city, as pail of 
its goal to see 25 per cent of all 
development be infill. 

Engelman said the ay's com¬ 
mitment made it easier to bring 
in the homes. 

“It does make sense to have 
that density 
and Edmonton 
took that step." 
he said. 

The units 
start at 399.000 
for a studio 
apartment and 
rise to about 
3147,000 for a 
two-bedroom unit, 

Engelman said the units 
aren't cheap, but would rent 
for more than the additional 
mortgage payment in most in¬ 
stances. 

The event in Churchill Square 
is an opportunity for people to 
see the units close up. Engelman 
said he wants people to under¬ 
stand what their options are.

Implement wildfire report's 
recommendations: Committee

All recommendations within 
the government's 2012 wildfire 
report must be implemented to 
prevent another Fort McMurmy- 
level disaster from happening, 
according to one committee 
member who drafted the report. 

The 2012 document, titled 
the Flat lop Complex, was draft¬ 
ed in response to the 2011 Slave 
Lake wildfire, which forced 
more than 7,000 to flee and 
cost 57GQ million to fix. 

lire report outlined 21 rec¬ 
ommendations to belter protect 
AJberta L s communities, and ;ire 
estimated to cost S700 million 
over the course of 10 to 20 years. 

On Wednesday, 'lorn Burton 
— who sat on the committee 
that drafted the report — said 
fi.it Lire Fort McMurray-level dis¬ 
asters can be prevented once 
all the recommendations are 
completely implemented, after 
10 per cent of the city was de¬ 
stroyed by ongoing wildfires 
on May 4. 

“Yon can see what happened 
in Fort Mac," he said. 'Those 


are the dangers ... if we don't 
FireSmart our communities." 

Since 2013, the government 
has funded 1100 million to¬ 
wards implementing the rec- 
omnierelations, though the NDP 
cut 55.9 million from Flat Top 
Complex projects, according to 
its 2D 16-17 budget. 

Agriculture and Forestry 
Minister Qmeil Carlier said the 
implementation of recommen¬ 
dations are ongoing, and the 
government is committed to 
completing all of them in 20 
years.

Todd Loewen said he thinks 
some of the recommendations 
should have been done as soon 
as possible: “I think 1CF to 20- 
year plan is taking too much 
time." Loewen said. “We've got 
to do something sooner than 
this* 

Carlier didn’t specify future 
funding amounts for Flat Top 
Complex recommendations, 
though it plans to conduct con- 
sultations after the wildfires 
clear to possibly tweak the pro¬ 
gram. 

“Over 100 actions have been 
taken in implementation of the 
recommendations," he said. 

Burton said Fort McMurray 
may have endured slightly less 
damage if the report was com¬ 
pletely implemented sooner. 

However, all stakeholders 
— municipalities, landowners 
and the government — must 
do their part to ensure com¬ 
munities are actually protected, 
he added. 

“The province is definitely 
not to blame," he said. “It's a 
bigger scope — there are so 
many stakeholders that work 
together on this . Home owners, 
for example, can do little things 
to hopefully decrease damage."

Jared, her husband, said he's 
always had a passion for books 
and was looking for a unique 
way to get into the industry. 

“I’ve always had a dream to 
own my own bookshop“ he said.

Mobile lab tests firefighters' lungs

A new mobile lab ls helping fire¬ 
fighters track their lung health 
when they return from Fort Mc- 
Murray. 

Nicola Cherry, an epidemiolo¬ 
gist and University of Alberta re¬ 
searcher, brought the lab van to 
a fire station in Sherwood Park 
Wednesday 

" If the lungs get high enough 
levels of irritants, it can lead to 
chronic life-long breathing prob¬ 
lems. The sort of smoke that 
these firefighters were exposed 
to would be at concentrations 
that could easily do long-term 
harm," Cherry said. 


Doctors will test the firefight¬ 
ers' breathing and have them 
come back for a fbllow-up after 
three months. 

Cheny hopes to gather infor¬ 
mation that can improve safe¬ 
ty for future wildfires, such as 
whether long shifts have adverse 
health impacts, and whether cer¬ 
tain types of masks were more 
effective. 

Cherry tested dozens of fire¬ 
fighters Wednesday and hopes 
to take the lab to Fort McMurray 
when conditions change. 

“When we go up to Foil Mc- 
Murray, if we do indeed do that, 
this will be invaluable, because 
there won't be any facility for 
measuring people." she said.

County firefighter who grew up

Immigration Minister John 
McCallnm says his sugges¬ 
tion there's a cultural element 
driving Syrian refugees to food 
banks was insensitive and he 
regrets it. 

Food banks horn Halifax to 
R.C. have reported serving hun¬ 
dreds of Syrians who have come 
to Canada since November, the 
month the Libera! government 
launched a major resettlement 
program to bring 2 5,ODD people 
by the end of February and thou¬ 
sands more by the end of this 
year. 

T he question of why came up 
Wednesday at a Senate commit¬ 
tee studying the refugee resettle¬ 
ment program and McCallum 
initially pinpointed two reasons: 
the fact refugees do not have 
high levels of income upon ar¬ 
rival and something e tse. 

“There may be a cultural 
element," he said. “You have 
to remember the refugees are 
coming from an entirely differ¬ 
ent world. 

“Dur world is very different 
than their world. Sometimes 
they have been living in refugee 
camps: maybe it's the norm to 
be offered meals. I’m not overly 
concerned about this." 

But later Wednesday McCal- 
lum met with reporters outside 
the House of Commons to take 
back those remarks. 

“The remark I made about 
food banks I think was insensi¬ 
tive so 1 regret having made that 
comment" he said. 

To date, about 27.000 Syrian 
refugees have arrived in Can¬ 
ada, spread among nearly TOO 
communities. 

About 15,000 are govern¬ 
ment-assisted. meaning they 
receive a year of income sup¬ 
port from the federal govern¬ 
ment linked to the size of the 
family and provincial social as¬ 
sistance rates. 

For the 9,400 privately spon¬ 
sored Syrians, their income 
is provided by private groups 
who are expected to provide 
the same level of support as 
social assistance rates as well, 
if not more. 

The rest of the Syrians who 
have arrived have their costs 
shared between the federal gov- 
ernment and private sponsors.

19-year-old 
is first to be 
recovered since 
kidnappings 

One of the teenagers kidnapped 
by Boko Haram extremists over 
two years ago from a boarding 
school in northeastern Nigeria 
has been found with a baby and 
was reunited with her mother, 
a doctor said Wednesday — the 
first of the Chibok girls Eo be 
recovered since the mass ab¬ 
duction. 

The 19-year-old woman, de¬ 


scribed bv an uncle as trauma- 
tized by her experience, was 
round wandering with her baby 
on Tuesday on the fringes of the 
remote Sambtsa Forest, which 
is located near Nigeria’s border 
with Cameroon. 


The news gave hope to the 
families of the 21S girls who are 
still missing and may provide 
information as to their where¬ 
abouts. 

But the young woman told her 
mother that some of the Chibok 


girls have died in captivity and 
the others still are being held, 
according to her family's doctor. 
Idriss Danladi, who spoke to The 
Associated Press after talking 
with the mother. 

On April 14, 2014, Boko 
Haram stormed and firebombed 
the Government Girls Second¬ 
ary School at Chibok and seized 
276 girls preparing for science 
exams. Dozens managed to 
escape in the first hours, but 2 1 9 
remained captive. 

The woman is the first of those 
captives to be found since the 
kidnapping, which grabbed 
worldwide attention and put a

Soldiers, and police used sticks 
and bare hands Wednesday to 
dig through enormous piles 
of mud covering houses in 
three villages hit by massive 
landslides in central Sri Lanka, 
with hundreds of families re¬ 
ported missing. 

By evening, rescuers had 
pulled 17 bodies from the mud 
and debris unleashed by sev¬ 
eral days of heavy rain across 
the island nation. Officials said 
the extent of the tragedy was 
still unclear, but the Sri Lan¬ 
kan Red Cross said at least 220 
families were unaccounted for. 


"The task is to figure out 
what happened to them,” the 
Red Cross said in a statement, 
noting that some people may 
have left: after local officials 
warned earlier this week of 
possible landslides. 

Heavy fog. rain, electrical 
outages and the loose ground 
were complicating efforts to 
search for survivors. As night 
fell, the rescue operation was 
suspended until dawn. Offi¬ 
cials warned that, with rain 
still falling, more landslides 
could occur in the area. 

Villagers said torrents of 


muddy water, tree branch- 
es and debris came crashing 
down around their homes 
Tuesday in the three vil¬ 
lages, located at different 
heights on the same hill in 
Kegalle District, about 72 kilo- 
met res {'45 miles) north of 
Colombo. 

"1 heard a huge sound like a 
plane crashing into the Earth,“■ 
said 52-year-old A.G, Kama la, 
who had just returned to her 
house in one of the villages. 
Siripura. when the landslides 
hit. "J opened my door I could 
not believe my eyes, as J saw 


something tike a huge fireball 
rolling down the mountain. 1 " 

Near the village of Elangap- 
itiya —furthest down the hill 
— soldiers carried bodies to a 
school, where families waited 
for news of missing loved ones. 

Farmer Hewapelige Lai said 
he had identified the body of 
his nephew, hut that i 8 other 
family members were possibly 
buried under the mud. He and 
his wife had left their home to 
take fruit to a daughter who 
lived elsewhere, but at some 
point his wife turned back.

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Tax man loses out due to error

CRA mistake 
cost agency 
$1.5 million in 
interest: Report 

The taxman had to forgo as 
much as SI .5 million in inter¬ 
est when the Canada Revenue 
Agency extended last year's tax 
filing deadline after mistakenly 
giving the wrong date. 

Agency officials estimated 
that moving the income-tax re¬ 
turns deadline to May 5, from 
the usual April 30 midnight 


deadline, meant Si .43 million 
in lost interest from Canadians 
who filed their taxes late over 
those five days, according to 
diocuments released under the 
Access to Information Act. 

The information comes 
more than a year after Torstar 
News Service first requested 
details about the error that 
likely resulted from repeating 
an old message, or possibly 
copying and pasting informa¬ 
tion from 2014, when a five- 
day extension was granted to 
taxpayers due to a hacking 
incident. 

The $1.43-mi 11 ion figure 
assumes all tax payments — 


totalling 52.09 billion — were 
late by five days, based on a 
five-per-cent interest rate, but 
the CRA said it has no way of 
knowing what the true finan¬ 
cial impact was. By May 6. il 
had received 24.7 million in¬ 
dividual tax returns, in line 
with projections. 

The 51.43-million estimate 
was provided to show “a worst- 
case scenario," CRA spokesman 
David Walters said in an email. 

“It is not possible to deter¬ 
mine the exact cost as we do 
not know when individuals 
would have filed and paid their 
taxes, if the extension had not 
been granted,'" Walters said. 


Last April, the agency did not 
disclose cost implications, stat¬ 
ing that “given the extended 
period is short, and most tax¬ 
payers filed by April 30, the 
costs resulting from the filing 
extension will be negligible." 

Immediately after the dead¬ 
line was extended, Torstar 
News Service filed two separ¬ 
ate requests for information 
under the Access to Informa¬ 
tion Act. One asked for the 
financial implications of lost 
revenue, while the other asked 
how the mistake was made 
and discovered. 

That request is still out¬ 
standing, though the released 


documents hint at how the 
error was made. 

bven though income taxes 
are due April 30 annually, the 
CRA has a long-standing prac¬ 
tice of giving Canadians who 
file electronic returns a five- 
day grace period. 

The grace period message 
is posted on the EFILE web¬ 
page annually and sent to ap¬ 
proximately 45,000 tax pre¬ 
parers indicating that if they 
have transmission errors, late 
filing penalties will not be 
assessed as long as the tax 
return is submitted within 
five business days of April 30.

Metro spoke to Nick Buck, head instructor of 
the British Columbia-based survival school 
Survival I n Canada who shared a few simple tips 
for what to do when your wilderness adventure 
tra ve Is u p s—t cree k. 


SHAREYOURPLANS 

Let people know about your trip. 
“Ycil can t get lost if people know 
where you are," says Buck. Write 
down the details and give them 
to friends or family members. In¬ 
clude when you're leaving, where 
you're going, yourplEiiined mutes 
and when you expert to be buck. 
Let these people know you'll call 
them when you return and if 
you don't call them, they're to 
call you. "If ci rescue party does 
need to go out and search for 
you at least they'll know where 
to look. 1 " say's Buck. 


YOU'RE LOST 

Stop and stay calm. "You ‘re prob¬ 
ably not ;ts lost as you think you 
are," says Buck. Mark the spot 
where you're standing with rib¬ 
bon Etnd then wander around the 
local area looking For the trail 
you've lost while continuously 
keeping the ribbon in sight. If 
you can't find the trail or figure 
out where you're supposed to 
be going, you'll need to hunker 
down and wait for someone to 
find you. “The good news is 90 
per cent of survival situations 
are resolved within 72 hours " 
he says. 


YOU'RE HYPOTHERMIC 

According to Buck, the biggest 
risk people face in a survival situ¬ 
ation is hypothermia. "Your body 
operates in el namjw temperature 
kind and if it’s out of that band 
for about three hours then you're 
in trouble/ he say's.. Jf you're wet, 
change into dry clothes and focus 
on starting a fire. 


YOU NEED SHELTER 

A shelter from the wind and 
rain is crucial for preventing 
hypothermia as well. It doesn't 
need to be Fancy. Tie paiucord 
between two trees and hang a 
clear plastic drop sheet ova. - the 
top about one metre away from 
your fire to create a makeshift 
tent:. Buck recommends clear 
plastic because it captures the 
heat from the f re Etnd creates a 
'microclimate.' “I've stayed in a 
shelter like this overnight in -27 
degrees Celsius." he says. 


THE FIVE Cs OF SURVIVAL 



(DON'T LEAVE HOME WITHOUT THEM) 


O Cutting device; A pocket knife 

Q Combustion device; Buc k recom¬ 
mends bringing and learning to 
use a ferro rod |a man-made metal¬ 
lic rod that produces sparks when 
scraped across a rough surface! and 
packing cotton pads and petroleum 
jelly.

YOU NEED WATER 

Boiling water will kill all bio- 
logicEil pathogens, so you need 
to cany a metal canteen diatcan 
be heated. Carrying chlorine tab¬ 
lets ora portable water filter like 
a Life Straw is also a good idea. 
“You can survive about three 
days before you die of dehydra¬ 
tion," says Buck. 



YOU NEED FOOD 

“hood is your last concern," says 
Buck, adding humans can survive 
an Eiveinge of three weeks in the 
wild without food. "Paid forget 
the kEimbo bulls—L you're not 
going to be hunting Eind skinning 
wild animals to took on a stick," 
he says. Pack an emergency stash 
of high energy foods like trail 
mix and protein bars. Buck also 
recommends learning to identify 
the “three plants that will mess 
you up" and the three plants you 
can eat in the area where you 
will be travelling.

When Lindy West was young, 
there were few signs that she 
would grow up to become a 
vocal feminist icon, online war¬ 
rior and activist for the fat- 
acceptance movement. 

That's one of the few sur¬ 
prises in her debut book. Shrill: 
Notes from a Loud Woman, in 
which West describes how she 
evolved from a clinically shy 
“terror-stricken mouse person" 
who peed her pants in Grade 
One out of fear of asking to go 
to the washroom, to an * un¬ 
flappable human vuvuzela.” 

Written with West's signa¬ 
ture wiy comedic style, Shrill 
is both a heartfelt memoir and 
a passionate manifesto, reveal¬ 
ing much more of her emo¬ 
tional life and, by extension, 
her vulnerability than she ever 
could — or wanted to — in a 
newspaper column, blog post 
or tweet. 

"I've written really personal 
things, but never quite this 
personal. Writing a memoir 
really gives you permission to 
dig into the viscera of your own 
lift." West says. “There's not 
necessarily a place to do that 
in political and pop-culture 
writing. So okay. I'm going to 
analyze and tackle myself." 

As her own subject, the Tort- 
land writer had to research 
her life, reliving some painful 


times, including the death of 
her beloved father. 

When West found her child¬ 
hood diary, it took her about 
four months just to crack it 
open. 

“I didn't want to confront 
those feelings," she says. “I 
didn't tvant to discover that 
J was wrong about the way 
1 remember things because 
that's a weird, disorienting 
feeling. But you have to fact- 
check your life." 

Equally as painful are the 
book’s descriptions of the vit¬ 
riol she experiences as a Twit¬ 
ter celebrity. West's success 
has risen with online culture, 
from her time as a columnist 
at feminist website Jezebel 
back to her early days as a film 
critic for the Seattle alterna¬ 
tive newspaper The Stranger, 
working under famed editor 
Dan Savage. 

A chapter in the book details 
a challenging time in their re¬ 
lationship during which West 
called him out for his views on 
fat women (Savage has since 
come around and now con¬ 
sults West and others on be¬ 
ing sensitive toward the topic 
before writing.) 

To say that West has a com¬ 
plicated relationship with the 
internet is a giant understate¬ 
ment. 

Her views on topics like mis-

When moving in together, couples learn to compromise 


For couples setting up a new 
home together, it's a challenge: 
how to merge two sets of stuff 
and two decorating styles into 
one space they both can love.

One game after getting shut 
out on the man 
advantage, the 
Sharks struck 
twice following 
St. Louis penal¬ 
ties in a 40 win 
Tuesday night 
that tied the ser¬ 
ies at one game 
apiece heading 
into Game 3 on 
Thursday in San Jose. 

“It creates momentum for 
us/ DeBoer said Wednesday. "I 
think that's what you' re looking
